In a ftnall breeding Pond nigh my 

Houfe, where I had formerly plenty of fmall Carp 

and Te-nch every Year, and of late fcarce any young 

Breed to be met with, my Gardener not long ago 

obferved one of the Squilla, with a Carp in irs 

Mouth almoft as large as itfelf ; and has fince obfer- 

ved thefe Infecls hunting amongft the Weeds, and vi- 

gorouily purfuing the fmall Fry. I order'd the Gar- 

clener to catch fome of thefe Infefts, and bring them 

home alive, with fome of the fmalieft Fifh he couid 

mect with. We put them together in a iarge Bafon 

of Water. The Infecls were fo rapacious, that they 

fell upon the Fifh immediately, and deftroy'd feveral 

in my Sight ^ and before Morning had devoured ali 

that were in theBafon.
